When we meet again, remind jne to tell you of a good development that, 
fortunately, has no conaoctlon with Orleans. 

I want to go further with what J tried to persuade you this morning. 
This is a criala point for all of us. '^hls ttll set lack any effort to get access 
to what has been suppressed more than anything the government can do. I therefore 
feel it is urgent that y^e take certain imTiedlate steps. 

Who t her you go any farther or not, I again ask you to at least announce 
that you ere filing a suit for ma under the freedom of information act and possibly 
others. If you feel that you cannot, or if you later feel that you should not go 
further, 1 will heve had time to tiy and get another lav. 7 er. It is posaibl^) this 
InsHcuHeablo thing may racice that easier. But this tiunounceraen-fc coming on the heels 
of Garrlaon’fi aMication will keep all of ua a little further fron his brush. I 
have exhausted my administrative remedies, more than once, and satisfy that pre- 
reQulfllte# I also hsve a very broad ax'ea I oau covex’, of which tbo pictures end 
X-roye are tUt one. The o'tJhers ore without juatifi cation, have no fictitious 
contract to eup::ort them or give the government the poosibllity of invoking. 

It will be very bad for all of us if we stop here, leaving the record Garrison 
has made. It wil3. also moke things more difficult, encourage the government to 
do more of the samo. 

If you will recall how much I wanted us to i^ld 0 press conference on 
the filing of the brief and consider what we might heve accomplished with a little 
attention that was then possible, you can rhaps better understand my urgent 
desire that we hold one now. This new Garrison thing will focus attention on eny 
presv? conference keyed to it. v»’ith what I cm then disclose, we do have a chance of 
coming out of this rather well and getting a few telling points accross. If we do 
not do this W8 Join Garrison, become part of whet he has done. Had I the capability 
of doing this alone, I would. It presents a numle r of possible if not probable 
developments. One, with the Judge as interested os he seems to be, with 9 little 
attention in the madia, should he be so disposed, he might harken back to v/hat 
I did get' in the record, that he had been lied to, deceived and imposed upon, that 
the pa-pera fllod do not say whatkhe was diSgfek^ I believe that, ^ven 

understand of how understated this woe, how he had been really had, he Just might 
get Interested and do whatl have always understood a judge has the po»ver of doing 
under those circumstances. At least we put him In e position to. 


The criticism has often been made, somethlnes with truth, that the critics 
are tails on Garrison’s kite. This Is an op.ortublty to show our independence without 
in any way undercutting him. I think it is esx^ecially ^portant for you because you 
have or had him on your board of directors. No'?i, with you his lawyer, this happens 
snd you :tand for it, you will never, otheiw/ise, convince myone it is not true. If 
he should lose or deport or conduct hlmi.-:elf badly, ycu will by that be ruined. It is 


also the chi=nce. 


tiien, to make It possible for your orgonizstion to have the pos- 




sibllity of getting started. More, hov/ever, vi'hile we have nothing to lose by a press 
conference that gets no attention^ look how ijucli we have to gain - and who much your 
coromittee in particular does, ^or you to hope to get going, you h'^ve to persuade 
people that you will be doing things. There is little likeli^od of your coming 
up with what T already have and have given you free, A little attention to that 
and youbr-have a reputation. Although it is my work, you understand that it will 
enure ^o you, I think if you understand, as ^ know you do, thnt thi?? Ic- the one 
thing than cannot do me any personal good, that can only take th- ed^o off my 
writing and book(s), you understand my seriouanesa. 

In such a press conference, save for ouestions that are asked, we res- 
trict ourselves to a few narrow and comprehenaible highlights. This and the new 
area the changed overtones put us in, moke It poselbl? for other things to flow. 

For example, right now, this very minute, we have a foimule that eliminates all 
the 'political llabllitypto the new administrstion by making it a Clark ratlar 
than a fSerron or ^oraL'iisslon matter, iVlth five of the seven members Hopublicens, lUxon 
is not about to clobber the Comnassioh# uov/ or later. If the wol'^s hav? to be fed, 
they can ri^t now be fed the expendables, fuct, there is now, for probably the 
only time, the chance that the new administration and particularly the nev/ Attorney 
General, not to be hurt and able to get what they might regard es b benefit. 

In a different area^ in the political area, we ere now where we were 
in court when got that call. Please do not have uo in a couple of days or works 

look back with regret, U'e can now apply intellectual Judo and turn all that- heft 
that will be applied against ua yack where it came. We will not EBon be able to 
exnoct a dunllcstion, 

dn a selfish basis, with you trying to_ start a law practise, this Jihould 
bo helpful rather than hurtful for yra. It is more comprohonsible thon anytMng we 
can look forward to trying to pireaeht, ia eo gignifiod end significant in content 
that no client you would accept would be antagonized, and others who raight not know 
about you and be considering Washington counsel mi^t Just ho impressed, favorably. 

At this press conference wo say, siraply, that unlike the staternant by the 
-^‘•ttomey ^sneral, in fact, even his pjjnel, thtst they "support.” the Warreii and autopsy 
reports, their work, limited and entirely inadequate as it wes, deatx*oys both, 
cite as proof the suppressed Icnowledgo that there was metal in the area of the 
thorax and the perjury, that there was nonoj the wrong location of the President's 
wound, of wnich we say it cannot on any ground be excused and is fatal to the 
Warren ^oport and Its solution - and that knowing this thep ponel snet the AG were 
first silent sad then misinformed the people (In th^ last significant act of the 
outgoing AG); that there is till suppressed what esmot be, no question of good 
teste being Involved (my request for the memo of transfer, made l/ZO and since 
never responded to despite repeated requests; we allege, I think but do n^t insist, 
that the penel was convoked for other than the stated reason, and that, with ouctes 
from Clark end panel, they did not parform their purpose snd made no pretense of 
00 doing; that the accounts of the pictures and h-rcys do not stack up-at the vory 
least some are missing -and more, wo con now ac-^’ount for more thnn they say they 
took. The shell gfane with the pictures should got attention, ,. ,In addition to every- 
thing else, this gives us a ohouce to re&eh the remcining ifennedy people, poscjlbly 
to turn some on. It is certainly tiie only chance we can expect to get a message 
to Teddy - and I went to,,,. Gotta got back to other v^crlc, ITeasc see it my way and 
try, I assure you you will regret it soon if you do not,
